/ The financial superstructure 
reared by a former country store- 
keeper and his son, a poolroom 
operator, and thought to involve 
an estimated $2,000,000 of “invest- 
ments,” was revealed as unable to 
meet a note for $2100. 

A little $3150 investor, who has 
been trying to get back part of his 


principal since last Sept. 18 sued}. 


Elmer 8S. Huckins, financial ‘‘wiz- 
ard” of Hancock, Wis., for $2100 
on one note and $1050 on another, 
alleging fraud in both cases. 

Ellwood Royster, worker in a 
sash and door factory in whose be- 
half the suit was filed, alleges also 
that the elder Huckins, his wifes 
Amelia, and hig son were engaged 
in a conspiracy to defraud, and 
that money collected from ohe in- 
vestor was merely used to pay 
“dividends” to other investors in 
the so-called enterprise. 

Royster asked a writ of attach- 
ment against all properties of El- 
mer 8S. Huckins and of Géorge E. 
Huckins, pending settlement of the 
suit. The Sheriff of Lynn County 
tonight was seeking W. J. Barn- 
grover, attorney for the elder and 
younger Huckins, to learn what 
property, if any, is available for 
attachment. 

Grand Jury Inquiry Promised. 

Meanwhile, a bank at Hancock 
reported another. due note, bearing 
the signature of Elmer S. Huckins 
and his wife, Amelia, which could 
not be paid owing to lack of: funds 
in the Huckins account. A third 
note which the Huckins family has 
been unable to pay was in the 
hands of Federal authorities at 
Milwaukee, Wis., who said it would 
be the basis of a grand jury iné| 
vestigation in January. 

Elmer 8. Huckins, in the face of 
unpaid dividends to investors here 
who had turned over to him about 
$100,000, and unable to meet the 
Royster note for $2100, left his 
$100,000 home in Hancock, accord- 
ing to dispatches, and was reported 
to be in Chicago. George Earl 
Huckins, who two years ago 
bought the Cedar Rapids baseball 
club and who now maintains four 
automobiles, a chauffeur, and sev- 
eral servants in a mansion on Bev- 
er street here, has denied himself 
to all visitors save Barngrover. He 
is said to be under the care of a 
physician. 

The $100,000 paid into the 
Huckins enterprise by men and 
women in Cedar Rapids is thought 
to be only a fraction of the total 
gathered from persons in at least 
four states who couldn't resist the 
allure of interest ranging from 26 
to 53 per cent. Estimates based 
on the calculations of a former 
Huckins employe place the agegere- 
gate beyond $2,000,000. 

Recalls Ponzi. 

The allegation made by Royster 
is that the elder Huckins, aided by 
his wife and son, operated in 
identically the same fashion as the 
famous Ponzi. Huckins, Royster 
said, repeatedly solicited new loans 
from hin. 


Royster alleged that the elder 


futher, ac- 
cording to Royster’s petition that 
he had a particular plan for dis- 
posing of these cigars that was 
immensely profitable, but lacked 
money enough to meet the needs 
of the expanding business. 

What the specific plan was, 
Hucking apparently did not specify. 
He talked about the 68 per cent 
profit and it was the profit, of 
course, that Royster was interested 
in. 

In conclusion, Royster alleged 
that the defendants were not en- 
gaged in the wholesale cigar busi- 
ness, did not have special arrange- 
ments with any tobacco companies, 
were not engaged in a profitable 
business as they represented, and 
that the money advanced was not 
used in that business but was pro- 
cured by false pretensss for the 
sole purpose of carrying on a 
scheme to defraud. 

Last September the Federal au- 
thorities at Milwaukee failed to 
prove that the elder Huckins was 
not in the cigar business, and 
their charge of using the mails to 
defraud failed. 

Later, Federal investigators 
sought to sue Hucking on his in- 
come tax but were unable to find 
notations indicating any substan- 
tial business.

Sinclair Lewis Apprised Borah of 
What Butler Said in Pittsburg. 
PITTSBURG, Pa., Dean 14.— 

Major-General Smedley D. Butler, 

whose address here on Dec. 5 is a 

subject for inquiry in Washington 

by Secretary Adams, was quoted in 
newspapers here as saying con- 
cerning the election in Nicaragua, 
where marines were stationed: 

“The opposition candidates became 

bandits when it became necessary 

to elect our man to office.” 

Sinclair Lewis, the novelist, tele- 
graphed Senator Borah of Idaho 
on Dec. 6, telling him Gen. Butler's 
remarks warranted an “immediate 
Senate investigation.” Lewis’ tele- 
gram said Butler “laughingly con- 
firmed bitterest charges against 
marines.” 

Quoting Butler, he said, from a 
newspaper story which he said he 
had cenfirmed through Robert K. 
Cochrane, secretary of the Pittsburg 
Builders’ Exchange, before which 
Butler spoke, Lewis said in part: 

“Concerning elections in Nica- 
ragua, he (Butler) explained that 
the opposition candidates were de- 
clared bandits when it became 
necessary to elect a candidate. 

“Regarding Hayti, Butler told 
how the marine-controlled Presi- 
dent had dissolved the Congress to 
prevent the legislative body from 
passing a new Constitution. He 
aided the President in drawing up 
the edict that dissolved the Con- 
gress, the speaker said.” 

Lewis told Borah that he had a 
list of persons who heard Gen. But- 
ler speak, if the Senate wanted to 
summon them. 

The Pittsburg Sun-Telegraph to- 
morrow will quote Butler as say- 
ing: 

“In one election nobody liked the 
fellow in there, but he was a useful 
fellow to us, so we had to keep him 
in. How to keep him in was the 
problem. 

“We looked up the election laws 
and found that the polls had to be 
opened a sufficient length of time 
(at least that’s the way we trans- 
lated it) and that a voter had to be 
registered to be eligible to vote. 
The district was then canvassed and 
400 were found who would vote for

fopening of the polls was given five 
minutes beforehand. The 400 vot- 
ers were assembled in a line and 
when they had voted, in about two 
hours, the polls were closed.

Spaniard Sells 4000 Shares in Lot- 
tery Ticket She Mentions.

RADIO-TELEGRAP 
MERGER GROWS 


Difficulty of Controlling In- 
ternational Monopoly and 
Regulating Rates Among 
Objections. y 


PROPOSED COMBINE 
‘WANTS 8 PCT. RETURN 


Gen. Harbord, R. C. A. 
President, Admits It Plans 
Valuation Far Beyond Its 
Real Cost.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14,—The 
efforts of officers of the Radio 
Corporation of America during the 
last week to obtain legislation from 
Congress permitting a merger of 
existing radio and cable systems in 
one international communications 
monopoly, appears to have had 
the opposite effect. Inquiry today 
disclosed that the testimony of 


these officers before the Senate 
Interstate Committee has stiffened 
opposition to the proposed legisla- 
tion, and that Senators at first in- 
clined to favor it are extremely 
doubtful now that it can be passed. 

Several elements have combined 
to produce this effect. The insist- 
ence of the Radio Corporation that 
it is entitled to special indulgence 
from the Government and the ef- 
fort to bolster that position by as- 
serting that the corporation was 
“created at the Government’s re- 
quest,” appear to have made an 
unfavorable impression. The only 
evidence of this claim presented in 
a week of testimony was that 
President Wilson in 1919 asked the 
General. Electric Co. not to sell a 
certain radio invention to the Brit- 
ish Marconi Co. 


Obstacles to Merger. 
Another obstacle to the merger 
is the obvious difficulty of impos- 
ing effective regulation an on in- 
ternational monopoly. The only 
plan thus far suggested contem- 
plates the establishment of the gov- 
erning rules by negotiation. Against 
this is the admitted fact that the 
present competition between radio 
and cables had resulted in uni- 
versal reduction of rates ranging 
from 20 to 35 per cent. 

The third objection raised by the 
opponents of unification: concerns 
the rates that would be imposed, 
assuming that any could be im- 
posed by Government regulation. 

Questioning of witnesses by 
Chairman Couzens has developed 
that the proposed radio-telegraph 
monopoly probably would insist on 
placing a valuation on the unified 
property far in excess of its ac- 
tual physical value, and would 
then expect to be allowed to earn a 
return of approximately 8 per cent 
on the inflated valuation.

The Radio Corporation and the 
International Telephone and Tele- 
graph Co. have agreed on the main 
terms of a deal by which 200,000 
shares of I. T. & T. stock would 
be exchanged for the existing com- 
munications facilities of the Radio 
Corporation, The stock has a 
market value of about $100,000,000. 

The radio facilities involved in 
the proposed deal are admitted to 
have a physical value of less than 
$25,000,000, although their market 
value is placed by the corporation's 
officials at $40,000,000. This deal 
cannot be consummated for the 
present because mergers of cable 
and wireless facilities aré prohib- 
ited by Section 17 of the radio act, 
That is the clause the repeal of 
which is sought. . 

Major General James G. Har- 
bord, president of the Radio Cor- 
poration, testified under Couzens’

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 14.— 
Federal. Judge Edwin 8S. Thomas 
today filed an Opinion that search 
and seizure in prohibition enforce- 
ment cases must be incidental to 
an arrest and must not be the ex- 
ploratory basis on which to base 
a possible arrest. 

The ruling was made in the case 
of Anthony J, Setaro of Danbury, 
who alleged illegal acts on the part 
of two prohibition agents. 

Judge Thomas ruled in effect 
that the Jones law does not auto- 
matically make transportation of 
liquor or maintenance of a nuisance 
felonies; that exploratory searches 
by prohibition agents with or with- 
out a warrant in search of evidence 
are “in contravention of Anglo-, 
American justice and that a con- 
fession obtained after an illegal 
search and seizure cannot be. used 
against the confessor.” we 

The ruling, embodied in his de- 
cision to suppress evidence and to 
return a seized automobile of Se- 
atro, declares that under the prev- 
alent Federal rule, if the search 
and seizure is unlawful, the evi-| 
dence obtained thereunder must be 
suppressed and seized property re- 
turned.

AUBURN PRISON 
WARDEN REMOVED 
BY GOV. ROOSEVELT 


Edgar S. Jennings Replaced 
by Elmira Reformatory 
Superintendent as Result 
of Riot.

AUBURN, N. Y., Dec. 14.—Au- 
burn state prison, which three days 


ago was the scene of the second 
conflict in five months between 
convicts and guards, tonight had a 
new official in control, replacing 
Warden Edgar S. Jennings. Dr. 
Frank L. Christian, superintendent 
of the Elmira State Reformatory, 
‘today was appointed acting warden 
by Gov. Roosevelt. 

Since the riot on Wednesday, in 
which Jennings was held for sev- 
eral hours as a hostage by the con- 
victs, and which cost the lives of 
the Principal Keeper and eight 
convicts, George A. Sullivan, Ser- 
geant of the prison guard, had been 
acting warden under appointment 
by Dr, Raymond F. C. Kieb, State 
Commissioner of Corrections. 

Gov. Roosevelt also ordered Col. 
George Fletcher Chandler, founder 
and first superintendent of the New 
York State police, to conduct an 
investigation, as the personal rep- 
resentative of the Governor, into 
the conduct of convicts, guards and 
others during the mutiny. 

Statement by Roosevelt.

Plenty of Theories but No 
Facts So Far Uncovered 
o Explain Motive for His 
Assassination. 


Ambitious for Political 
Power, Kind to Poor, but 
Bondsman and Associate 
of Gangsters.

Joseph F. Mogler, assassinated 
Dec. 2nd, 1929, 9:00 a. m. 


This inscription, penned on a 
blackr-bordered photograph which 
hangs between pictures of former 
President Coolidge and Col. Lind- 
bergh in the headquarters of a 
Second Ward Republican club at 
‘1117 Salisbury street, marks the 
énd of a dubious career and sug- 
gests tronically the defeat of in- 
vestigators who have tried. for two 
weeks to find a definite clew in 
the murder of “the best-known 
man in North 8t. Louis.” 

In the neighborhood where the 
State Senator and movie theater 
owner was known to virtually 
every man, woman and child, the 
favorite topic is “‘who killed Joe 
Mogler?” i 

While police’are about resigned 
to recording another name on the 
long list of ungolved murders and 
wait for what Chief of Detectives 
Kaiser calls a ‘“‘break,” speculation 
goes on in homes and =~shops, 
speakeasies and poolrooms, in fac- 
tories and on street corners, in fact 
wherever men meet in what was 
once “Joe Mogler’s territory.”’ 


Two Sides of His Character. 

Average citizens recall Mogler 
as a kindly fellow who made money 
in his picture shows, a@ man with 
an ambition for political power, 
who beamed on everybody, loved 
children and delighted in doing 
favors and in helping the poor of 
his neighborhood. The investiga- 
tion, however, has made common 
knowledge of many other sides of 
his life—his friendship for gang- 
sters and underworld characters, 
his activities as bondsman and pa- 
role advocate and his associations 
with numerous women, 

‘From reconstruction of his va- 
ried life have sprung several the- 
ories to explain the motive of the 
two masked men who waited in 
the Mogler theater, at 3936 North 
Ninth street, and shot him through 
the head the minute he came in. 

Mogler’s ' Career. 

Through all of the 30 years that 
Mogler lived in St.Louis a desire 
for political power seemed the 
dominating interest of his life. AS 
a young man from a farm near 
Jackson, Mo., he appeared first in 
the late ’90s as a bartender in a 
saloon near City Hall, smiling and 
currying favor from the City Hall 
crowd of that period. Soon he 
owned a saloon of his own on the 
South Side and became an enthu- 
siastic precinct worker, recalled 
principally for his willingness to 
distribute handbHls, canvass vot- 
ers and do other lowly chores. 

His success as a neighborhood 
showman seemed largely the re- 
sult of chance and the fact that 
he entered the motion picture busi- 
ness on the ground floor. 

In 1906 Mogler rented a vacant 
lot and established one of the first 
airdomes. After a few months, the 
property was taken over for a fac- 
tory building and Mogler moved 
to the North Side to establish a 
tent show at Broadway and Bre- 
men avenue in the neighborhood 
in which he was to spend the rest 
of his life. - 

Dived Into Politics. 

Mogler immediately plunged into 
the politics of his ward, then the 
old First Ward, now the Second 
Ward, by. assuming a precinct 
worker’s responsibility. His tent 
show was @ money-maker and in 
1913 Mogler married his ticket 
seller, Miss Adele Heuer. Two 
years later a city ordinance for- 
bidding tent theaters forced him 
to build the brick theater on 
Ninth street, in which he was 
murdered. 

From then on Mogler was ac- 
cepted as a neighborhood institu- 
tion. While advancing himself in 
the Republican organization, he 
expanded his theater interests un- 
til he owned three theaters, all in 
his own ward, 

He made it his business to be 
friendly with everybody. He pat- 
ted the heads of the children who 
attended his theaters and frequent- 
ly permitted youngsters to come in 
without money. He sent coal and 
food to poor families, Hstened to 
the troubles of the citizens, and 
never permitted himself to lose his 
temper or engage in a quarrel, He 
saved money, investing in real es- 
tate and bonds, and until five 
years ago lived in rooms over his 
Mogler Theater. 

Relations With Criminals. 

As his political power increased, 
his short, wiry figure was frequent- 
ly seen about City Hall and Muni- 
cipal Courts Building. Although 
otherwise quietly dressed, he wore 
expensive diamonds and there was 
gossip about jewels stored in his 
theater safe. It became known 
that he signed criminal bail bonds 
without charge, promoting friend- 
ly relations in the underworld. 

He was satisfied to confine his 
theater interests to his own neigh- 
borhood. He became president of 
the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ 
League but refused opportunities 
to expand his chain or join in 
metropolitan. theater enterprises. 
“I'm eatisfied with what I have,” 
he said. .Some theater men de- 


“elare he neglected his business for 


politics. 
His political activity was re- 


warded in 1924 with the appoint-

1925 he went to Jefferson City to 
lobby against a bill to tax theater 
admissions. He beamed and 
slapped backs and entertained leg- 
islators at dinner parties in the 
conventional manner. 

Admitted to the Bar. 

In 1926 he was elected to the 
State Senate for the Thirty-fourth 
District. During the campaign, 
his workers had featured his 
neighborhood charitable acts and 
his campaign signs bore the in- 
signia of a large red heart. He had 
managed to gain admission to the 
bar, and was one of the lawyer- 
Senators who received annual 
passes from railroads as a retain- 
er for “special services,” mostly 
advice in selection of juries to try 
damage suits against railroads. 

In the Senate he attracted little 
attention. On the few occasions 
that he rose to speak his high 
piping voice and his extravagant 
gestures were unimpressive. Oc- 
casionally his meager Knowledge 
of English provoked laughter and 
he joined in the merriment. At 
social gatherings, he laughed 
heartily at other men’s jokes but 
never told one of his own, Fre- 
quently he interceded with the 
Parole Board in behalf of St, Louis 
convicts and seemed eager to do 
favors for the asking. 

The summer of 1928 saw a shift 
in the Republican political power 
in the Second Ward. Henry L. 
Berger, another bondsman and 
former saloonkeeper, opposed 
Senator Mogler in a race for the 
post of City Committeeman. Each 
candidate was supported by a 
“Second Ward Regular Renublic- 
an Club,” two organizations which 
still exist in spite of Mogler’s de- 
feat, 

The retiring Committeeman, Gus 
H. Oetting, now Justice of the 
Peace, supported Mogler, while 
aligned with Berger were Alder- 
man William H. Hoefle, William 
Hayes, the president of Berger's 
Club, and Charles Straub, a lawyer. 
In the campaign political rivalry 
developed into bitter personal en- 
mity which still existed at the 
time of Mogler’s murder. 

Charges in Campaign. 

Mogler prefaced his campaign 
by a weekly distribution of shiny 
nickels to small boys who gathered 
in front of the Bremen Bank and 
his workers talked of his charita- 
ble acts. His opponents spread 
stories of his associations with 
women and distributed handbills 
which set forth that he had signed 
the bond of a man arrested on an 
indecency charge. 

The Berger forces found a 20- 
year-old girl who was willing to 
sign ari affidavit naming . Mogler 
as the father of her expected child. 
They asked Chief of Detectives 
Kaiser for Mogler’s arrest and he 
referred them to the warrant of- 
fice where a warrant was refused 
because the warrant officer did not 
believe the story. Later the girl 
declared the affidavit was false 
and named another man. 

“I'll beat them with kindness,”’ 
Mogler told one of his associates’ 
who urged retaliation. 

Bitterness Outlasted Campaign. 

With Berger victorious, ill feel- 
ing continued. Berger, Hoefle and 
Hayes refused to answer Mogler's 
cheery greetings when they met in 
public. There was keen rivalry 
between Mogler and Berger in 
signing bonds because Berger, who 
signed for fees, felt that Mogler, 
who signed for friendship was in- 
juring his business. Hatred be- 
tween factional leaders sharp- 
ened by the unporseanittian that 
Mogler was collecting documents 
to use In a coming campaign, in- 


cluding affidavits concerning , the 
lie 


ticlans by men who wanted jobs 
in the Fire Department. 

Berger has described the 1928 
campaign as “the bitterest I ever 
saw.” Berger says he takes no 
stock in the theory that one of his 
own zealous followers may have 
killed Mogler in the hope of gain- 
ing favor with the Committeeman. 

As a result of the 1928 cam- 
paign, it became common knowl- 
edge Mogler was attentive to wom- 
en, that he frequently entertained 
women in the rooms above his 
theater. He acquired a group of 
hangers-on, known as his ‘50-cent 
men’ because they would appear 
in his theaters and mutter threat- 
ingly to him until he led them 
aside and handed over 25 or 50 
cents. 

His relations with the under- 
world caused him to accept several 
robberies philosophically. Police 
records show that he was held up 
twice and that the safe in the 
Mogler Theater, where he kept the 
receipts from his theaters, was 
robbed twice. Although a close 
personal friend of Chief of Police 
Gerk, it is understood that he 
failed to report other robberies 
and that he once bought back 
jewelry which had betn taken 


from him,

One Robber Car Carries Shot-

Two men, one carrying a sawed- 
off shotgun and the other a pis- 
tol, held up four grocers within 
two hours last night, obtaining a 
total of $496.

Outside of the jan- 
itor’s meager description and his 
account of the crime and the 
chance remarks of the slayers, in- 
vestigators had little to work on. 
They found themselves confused 
rather than enlightened by the 
facts of Mogler’s Rife as they be- 
came known.

Only Guesses, So Far. 

The ‘questioning of dozens of 
friends, acquaintances, relatives 
and associates has brought for- 
ward ‘no one who seems to have 
more than a theory as to the mo- 
tive. Mogler’s widow and her 
lawyer, Murtha: J. Hackett, have 
been questioned at length in the 
hope that some recalled incident 
might open a new path of in- 
vestigation. Mogler’s papers have 
been ransacked and _ scrutinized. 
But nothing offering the shadow 
of a clew: has béen found. 

In spite. of all the possible per- 
sons who might have desired to 
take Mogler’s life, the fact remains 
that his death was deeply regret- 
ted by hundreds who looked on 
him as a friend and benefactor. 
His funeral was attended by thou- 
sands of men, women and children 
of every walk in life, including 
business men, judges, city and 
State officials and his colleagues 
in the motion picture businéss. 
Hundreds of floral offerings were 
heaped about the funeral chapel. 
including one from “officials of 
the St. Louis Police Department.” 
Shabbily dressed men and women 
shed ‘teats over the casket. 

Reminiscences of Mogler. 

About 200 men .and women. 
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loyal workers in the Mogler or- 
ganization, gathéred for a memio- 
rial service last: Friday night at 
Mogler’s “Second -Ward Regular 
Republican’ Club” on Salisbury 
street. They indorsed a resolution 
of regret at his untimely death 
and lHstened to Jones H. Parker, 
Speaker of the State House of 
Representatives, discourse on Mog- 
ler’s charitable acts.

FOUND 


To Confront Supposed Connie 
Franklin, for Whose Murder 
Five Go to Trial i omorrow. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. - 
- MOUNTAIN VIEW, Ark.,. Dec. 
14.—This town is filled to over- 
flowing with attorneys, newspaper 
men and’ witnesses waiting for the 
opening of the Circuit Court, Mon-. 
day, when the trial of five men 
charged with the murder of Connie 
Franklin will begin. The five de- 
fendants are Aleck Fulks, Joe 
White, Herman Greenway, Bill 
Younger and Hubert Hester. 

Sheriff Sam Johnson has sworn 
in a special force of deputies in an 
effort to maintain order following 
sporadic outbreaks of fist fights 
in the streets here. The fights 
arose over discussions of whether 
Connie Franklin really was mur- 
dered as Tiller Ruminer, his 17- 
year-old sweetheart says he was 
last March 9. 

The cause for doubt is the pres- 
ence of a man who arrived last 
Sunday to proclaim himself to be 
Connie Franklin. 

Prosecuting Attorney Hugh Wil- 
liamson announced that the moth- 
er, sister and wife of Conhie 
Franklin had been found and 
would confront the man who says 
he is Franklin. 


A 


liamson, who is opposing his broth- 


er, Ben Williamson, attorney for 
the defefise in this case, said he 
had learned that Franklin’s moth- 
er, Mrs. Clarence Combs, was in 
Oxford, Ark., and that he has ar- 
ranged for the presence here of 
Franklin’s sister and his wife, 
from the state asylum in Little 
Rock, in Feb., 1927. 

The Prosecutor said he was posi- 
tive the man who calls himself 
Connie Franklin is not the man 
who was confined in the asylum. 

He said his first action at the 
opening of the trial Monday would 
be to ask for a court order permit- 
ting the thorough examination and 
fingerprinting of the man who says 
he is Franklin, to determine 
whether he is a former inmate of 
the asylum. The man has refused 
to submit to such an examination. 

After announcing this, the prose- 
cutor left for Batesville and New- 
port to investigate certain angles 
of the case, the nature of which 
he would not disclose. 

The records of the State Hos- 
pital, where Franklin was confined 
from 1926 until he escaped in 
1927, show him to be about 5 feet 
6 inches tall, with light hair and 
gray eyes. The newcomer is two 
or three inches taller, of swarthy 
complexion, dark hair and brown 
eyes. 

Tiller Ruminer has denied posi- 
tively that she ever before saw the 
man calling himself Franklin, al- 
though he is reported to have 
pointed her out in a group of six 
girls. 

The defense indicated that it 
might seek separate trials for each’ 
of the defendants. 

The State has summoned ap- 
proximately 100 witnesses and the 
defense attorneys say they will call 
more than 30. Forty-eight venire- 
men have been ordered summoned 
by Circuit Judge Marcus M. Bone 
of Batesville, who will preside. 

The court room seats only about 
100 persons, which is less than the 
number of witnesses alone.

Failure to stop work at the 
Livingston Mine of the New 
Staunton Coa] Co., where pickets 
induced only half of the workers 
not to work. 

Decision to continue work by 
miners at the St. Louts & O'Fal- 
lon Coal Co. mine, reputed 
stronghold of National Miners’ 
Union in the Belleville subdis- 
trict. 

State’s Attorney Grundy and 
Sheriff D. L. Dunbar spent yester- 
day questioning prisoners and mak- 
ing a record of the status of their 
citizenship. Henry Corbisiiley, 
State secretary of the National 
Miners’ Union, was arrested at 
Coella, charged with disorderly 
conduct, and taken to Benton, 
where county officers filed charges 
of inciting a riot and unlawful 
assembly. 

According to Sheriff Pritchard, 
Corbishley is on parole from the 
State | penitentiary, where he was 
sentenced to serve a term of from 
one to 14 years for participating 
in an unauthorized strike at Zieg- 
ler, Dll., in which two miners'‘were 
injured. 

George Voyzey, State president 
of the organization, arrested 
Wednesday, is in jail at Benton. 

The resumption of work by 500 

men at the Peabody Mine No. 8 
at Tovey and the Pana Coal Co, 
Mine No. 1, at Pana was a serious 
setback for the strikers. At the 
Peabody mine more than half of 
the regular force of 800 men took 
up their picks yesterday while a 
few strikers stood about the shaft. 
Two men, who taunted Deputy 
Sheriffs on guard there, were ar- 
rested, but no disturbance result. 
ed. About one-third of the men 
employed at the Pana mine went 
to work. 
E. C. Argust, general superin- 
tendent of the Peabody mines said 
No. &8 at Taylorville had. 89 men 
on hand and that No. 7 at Kin- 
caid, still under military guard, 
had 34 men working. 

By a vote of 160 to 11, 400 min-

Associated Industries Contends 
Improvement Fund Should 
Be Cut to $100,000,000. 


The plan of financing improve- 
ments in State ~ institutions and 
public schools by increased taxes, 
recommended by the State Sur- 
vey Commission to Gov. Caulfield 
recently, is opposed by the board 
of diréctors of the Associated In- 
dustries of Missouri, which was 
active in support of the bill which 
created the commission. 

The association, in a statement 
issued yesterday, recOmmended a 
special session of the Legislature 
to act on the commission's report 
and to provide for a further study 
Or the tax question, holding that 
thé commission had failed to, make 
a complete survey of the financial 


‘rescources and expenditures of the 


various departments of the State 
Government. _ 

The association contends that the 
amount of revenue required for a 
12-year period of improvement 
could be reduced from $246,000,- 
000 to about $100,000,C00. It op- 
poses the proposal to raise $142,. 
000,000 by increases in income and 
corporation franchise taxes. The 
proposed expenditures of about 
$37,000,000 for new State build- 
ings, $16,000,000 of which would 
be for the eleemosynary institution 
and $8,000,000 for the State Uni- 
versity, is approved by the associa- 
tion, but it is recommended that 
this be provided by a long-term 
bond issue. 

Of the $246,000,000 in expendi- 
tures, recommended by the com- 
mission, about $144,000,000 was to 
go for the improvement of rural 
schols. This item, the association 
thinks, should be reduced by about 
one-half by limiting State aid to 
rural schools which have levied at 
least 65 cents on the $100 valuation 
in their districts. 


PRESIDENT WANTS U. $. IN 
INTERNATIONAL LAW PARLEY 


Recommends Congress Supply 
Funds to Pay Expenses of 


Delegates at the Hague. 
By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Par- 
ticipation of the American Govern- 
ment in a conference on interna- 
tional law to be held at The Hague 
beginning on March 13 was recom- 


mended to Congress today by 
President Hoover. 

The President requested an ap- 
proporiation of $50,000 to pay 


expenses of American delegates. 


The conference will take up 
questions of nationality and terri- 
torial waters. 

In a report accompanying the 
President’s message Secretary 
Stimson said he believed it was 
“most important” that this coun- 
try should participate “in view of 
the effect upon the conduct of our 
foreign relations.”’ 

The invitation to the conference 
was issued by the Secretary Gen- 


eral of the League of Nations Oct. 


15. The message and a draft of 
a resolution which would authorise 
participation were referred to the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee. 


DEMAND OF $223,901 ,000 FOR 
$100,000,000 TREASURY BILLS 


Highest Bid Was 99.31, Equivalent 
to an Interest Rate gt 2% 
Per Cent.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—There 
were less than half enough of thé 
first $100,600,000 issue of the new 
short term Treasury bills to satisfy 
the demand for this new form of 
government securities. 

Secretary Mellon announced last 
night that bids opened by the Fed- 
era] Reserve banks today disclosed 
applications totaling $223,901,000, 
of which $100,000,000 was ac- 
cepted. 

The highest bid was 99.319, 
equivalent to an interest rate of 
about 2% per cent on an annual 
basis. The lowest bid was 99.152, 
which would have given an interest 
rate of about 3% per cent. 

The average price of the bills to 
be issued is 99.181, and Secretary 
Mellon said the Treasury was in- 
formed that the securfties would 
be dealt with on the same basis as 
bankers’ bills. The average annual 
rate ona bank discount basis 
would be about 3% per cent.

MEXICO CITY, Dee. 14.—The 


. new Federal penal code, abolishing 


the death sentence and the jury 
. system, and providing other radical 
reforms, wilh become effective to- 
morrow én the Federal District and 
the territories. 

The code was drawn up and pro- 
mulgaged under special ‘powers 
granted by Congress to Provisional 
President Portes Gil. Because the 
Constitution gives the states au- 
tonomy in such matters, the code 
does not apply to them unless they 
choose to substitute it for the ex- 
isting state laws. 

The code stipulates that there 
shall be no punishment for the 
slaying of a mate caught in an act 
involying the slayer’s honor, or for 
the slaying of the other party to 
the act, so long as the slayer has 
not before taken a life for similar 
reason. It allows a father to slay 
a daughter apprehended in an act 
of dishonor, and her seducer also. 

The person who steals once to 


his mother’s friend. The mother 
had confessed the slaying last Oc- 
tober. She was released from jail; 
Thursday, when the grand jury 
heard the boy’s story and refused 
to indict her.

A resolutio nof Maj. W. W. McKel- 
lar, faculty chairman of athletics 
at Sewanee, urging Southern’ con- 
ference schools to come right out 
and defray the ex- 
penses of football players and other 
athletes through college, met a 
quick and violent death in the 
conference today. 

Refusing even to consider the 
proposal, the conference speedily 
adopted a counter resolution pre- 
sented by H. C. Byrd of the Uni- 
versity of Maryland, elected offi- 
cers and adjourned to meet next 
year at Chapel Hill, N. C., seat of 
the University of North Carolina. 

Maj. McKellar tossed a bomb 
shell into the convention early to- 
day when he appeared in open ses- 
sion with a proposal that the con- 
ference either abolish football or 
halt the secret subsidizing of ath- 
letes by subsidizing them openly. 

Byrd, who is faculty chairman

A rival forward takes a shot, The 
“goalie” catches the ball and in 
trying to clear, draws his hands 
back over the goal line. 

This should be fecorded as a 
goal, but the referee, in his po- 
sition, is unable to see exactly 
what has happened. However, 
with a goal Ifnesmap on the job, 
the correct ruling could always be 
given on a play of this sort, 

Occur Often. 

The two plays cited above occur 
in almost every game played and 
are certainly far more important 
ones on which to make correct rul. 
ings than in the case of a throwin. 

According to the laws of soccer, 
the linesman is supposed to be an 
aid to the referee in making his 
decisions. However if there were 
goal-linesmen, the referee would 
be aided even more in making his 
verdicts than is the casé under the 
present form of having men on the 
side lines and not at the goal, 
where the really important plays 
occur.

Then, instead of walk- 
ing around seeking spare standing 
room, they gather together and 
make a concerted rush at the bot- 
tom tiers of the stand. Persons 
seated on the lower row jump up 
to avoid being trampled on, and 
turn to get out of the way, there- 
by stepping on row No. 2, the oc- 
cupants of which leap backward 
and upward, trampling row No, 3, 
and immediately there is a stam- 
pede, from the lower to the higher 
tiers. If one is a bit slow in rising 
he gets stepped on or gets a knee 
or an elbow in his eye. Mean- 
while, those who can find breath 
yell vigorously “Sientense! sien- 
tense!” which is the Spanish equiv- 
alent of “sit down!” Then they add

Illinois had lost to Chicago and 
Chicago had been one of Minneso- 
ta’s victims, so when Zuppke took 
his team to Minneapolis the Min- 
nesota people built a special stand 
which was almost a throne, deco- 
rated with the Stars and Stripes 
and the colors of the school, and 
invited Walter Camp to sit there 
with the president of the univer- 
sity and select his all-America 
team. The inference was that 
Minnesota admitted having the 
greatest football team of all time 
and that Mr. Camp needn't trou- 
ble to study his selections but 
might simply copy the Minnesota 
lineup and let it stand. 

Zuppke made a casual speech to 
his team that day. He told them to 
go out and play their best and re- 
member they were only playing 
football after all and that the prin- 
cipal object of the game was to 
have a good time. TIliincis won 
and if he never wearied of telling 
the story, neither did we weary of 
hearing it. He made the football 
game appear before our eyes and by 
just the slightest shift of emphasis 
in the telling he could point the 
moral appropriate to our frame of 
mind.

FOOTBALL RULES 
T0 BE ABRIDGED: 
NOT CHANGED 


By James M. Govld 

Except for the games scheduled 
for the holidays on the Pacific 
Coast, the football season is “gone 
but not forgotten.” But the sport 
holds over longer nowadays than in 
the past and the gathering in New 
York on Jan. 1 of coaches from all 
parts of the country will serve to 
give the game added life and inter- 


est. 

Each year this conclave discusses 
rules and interpretations thereof. 
As yet, no season has passed with- 
out certain rules having been given 
different interpretations in various 
conferences, At this next meeting 
there will be offered a plan to make 
these interpretations uniform. : 

Also an abridged code of rules 
will be offered. No rules which ob- 
tained during the season just closed 
will be omitted, but all will be 
shortened and, if necessary, clari- 
fied. The present rule book lists 
28 major rules with numerous sub- 
sections. The new book, it is said, 
will gather all there into 13 rules 
and, what is more important, ap- 
proved rulings of actual plays, in- 
stead of being placed in a separate 
section at the end of the book will, 
in the new volume, be grouped un- 
der each rule to which they ap- 
ply, 

It is believed there will be no 
maj.r changes in the conduct of 
the game. Observers believe the 
present game is fairly foolproof 
at present and that the rules 
worked well throughout the sea- 
son. 

May Change Penalty Clause. 

There is one rule, however, 
which may be equalized. It is Sec- 
tion 9 of Rule 23 which states that 
when fouls are declared against 
both teams on the same play, the 
ball shall be brought back to the 
point of the previous down and 
put in play with the down and the 
point to be gained remaining the 
same. 

It is pointed out that this nul- 
lification of penalties sometimes 
works to the detriment of one of 
the teams. For instance, suppose 
a case of clipping is called on 
Team A—a 25-yard penalty. But 
on the play, Team B is called off- 
side—a five-yard penalty. This 
offside penalty nullifies the greater 
one and Team B actually has suf- 
fered a 20-yard loss. 

A concrete instance of this in- 
equality was the call of a play in 
the Thanksgiving day game be- 
tween Washington and S8t. Louis

ican antiques, the first of the sort 
to be acquired by the St. Louis 
Art Museum, has been placed on 


corridor. The exhibit, which in- 
cludes 14 pieces of furniture, was 
purchased for $19,275 recently at 
an auction in New York. 

The furniture was acquired with 


‘@ view to construction of a suite 


of three complete early American 
rooms planned for the museum 
in addition to the English and 
French period rooms which will be 
opened there about the first of 
the year. Although the American 
rooms probably will not be under- 
taken for another year, Meyric R. 
Rogers, director of the museum, 
said that relatively low prices made 
it advisable to begin assembling 
the furniture. That recently pur- 
chased was obtained at a sale held 
shortly after the break in the 
stock market and prices were about 
one-third less than normal be- 
cause many private buyers were 
out of the market, he added. 
The most valuable article in the 
collection is a Chippendale carved 
mahogany block front chest-on- 
chest, for which $6800 was paid. 
The chest is in an excellent state 
of preservation although it was 
made in New England about 1760. 
Scratched with a stylus on the bot- 
tom of a drawer is the fhscrip- 
tion, in flowing eighteenth century 
script: “Falmouth, May 6, 1767, 
Richard Sparling.” Falmouth is 
an old Massachusetts town. There 
is nothing to indicate whether 
Richard Sparling was the name of 
the maker for that of one of the 
first owners. 
Used by 6 Generations. 

“The chest-on-chest,” Rogers 
explained yesterday, “wa sone of 
the prized possessions of the New 
England home. It was used both 
in the bedroom and in the living 
room, and no well-to-do family 
could afford to be without a pre- 
tentious one. This piece has been 
refinished, and that, from a col- 
lector’s standpoint, is a disadvant- 
age, but its marvelous condition 
more than makes up for that. The 
chest has been in the possession of 
the Judson family in Salem, Mass., 
for the past six generations, and 
for much of that time Has been in 


| daily use.” 


The collection includes a carved 
mahogany slant front writing desk, 
also with richly blocked drawer 
fronts, carved from a single piece 
of wood which in its original state 
probably was three to four times 
the final thickness. The scrolled 
Chippendale brasses are the orig- 
inals, as is the case with all ar- 
ticles in the collection. Unusual 
features are the heavy carrying 
brasses at each side. The desk, 
made in New England about 1770, 
was bought for $3600. 

Another desk of somewhat the 
same sort and about 10 years 
earlier, but with serpentine block 
front, which collectors have not 
found so attractive, was acquired 
for $900. Rogers, persuaded that 
each piece in the collection was 
obtained for less than its actual 
value, holds this one to be a real 
bargain. A block front knee-hole 
writing desk of about the same 
date, cost $2400. 

Early Tea Set. 

Of a somewhat later period is a 
Sheraton mahogany secretary with 
a tambour front, for which $2050" 
was paid. Displayed on the shelves 
of its upper portion are 13 pieces 
of an incomplete tea set of Low- 
estoft porcelain, decorated with 
the arms of the Order ef the Cin- 
cinnati. Such ware was frequently 
brought to New England ports 
about the beginning of the Nine- 
teenth Century by sea captains re- 
turning from China. 

Most of it was made in England 
and sent to China to be decorated 
by secret processes. The set cost 
$300. A large bow! of the same ma- 
terial, decorated with five sun- 
burst medallions in blue and gold, 
was secured for $150. 

A Queen Anne inlaid walnut 
highboy, for which $1300 was paid, 
is held by Rogefs to be one of the 
finest specimens of early American 
cabinet work, which derived its 
beauty from extreme simplicity and 
graceful lines. The highboy is 
veneered with branch walnut, cut 
diagonally from limbs sawed near 
the trunk, so that the grain results 
in a figure resembling a spreading 
tree. A lowboy of walnut in some- 
what similar design, but thought 
to have been made about 20 years 
later, was bought for $575. 

Duncan Phyfe Table. 

An inlaid mahogany Pembroke 
table which cost $220 is thought to 
be the work of Duncan Phyfe, or at 
least of someone closely associated 
with him. It is of drop-leaf style, 
and when opened the top is clover 
shaped. A Queen Anne walnut 
drop-leaf table was bought for 
$530. Its circular top has two 
hinged leaves and two of the cabri- 
ole legs pivot to support the top 
when opened.

The radio premiere of Walton's 
“Portsmouth Point’ will be a fea- 
ture of the Chicago Symphony Or- 
chestra’s concert from 2 to 3 
o’clock. 

“Portsmouth Point” is the most 
recent work of William Turner 
Walton, a young English composer 
whose modernistic tendencies in 
symphonic com position have 
stirred up a storm of controversy 
among music critics. Although the 
symphony was first played in a 
concert of the International Society 
for New Music in Tonhalle, Zurich, 
Switzerland, in 1926, it was not 
published until 1928. 


Portsmouth Point is in reality a 
section of the city of Portsmouth, 
England, which has been bound up 
with the traditions of the British 
navy for centuries, for it has long 
been a favorite resort for seamen 
on shore. It was a place throb- 
bing with life and excitement, with 
taverns lining the waterfront, and 
drinking, fighting, carousing of the 
rough sons of the sea and ribald 
songs and dances, all of which are 
depicted in the overture. The work 
is definitely influenced by  tradi- 
tional British nautical airs. and by 
the “sardanas”. of the Catalonian 
fishermen and the more breezy 
works of eighteenth century British 
composers. 


Preceding “Portsmouth Point” 
on the program will be two other 
works of outstanding interest, both 
of which have stood the test of 
time. They are Sir Hamilton Har- 
dy’s arrangement of George Fred- 
erick Handel's “Water Music” and 
the “Andante Cantabile” from 
Tschaikowsky’s Fifth Symphony. 

An interesting legend has grown 
up around the composition of the 
Water Music, which, unfortunately. 
has been proven false. For years 
the composition of the music’ was 
ascribed to the desire of Handel to 
regain the good graces of George I 
of England, in whose Hanoverian 
court Handel was “kappelmeister.” 
He fell into disfavor with the King. 
because of a prolonged absence 
from his duties in Hanover during 
a trip to EnglanG, and composed 
the music in an effort to propitiate 
the King. It was, according to the 
story, played for the first time on 
a barge which followed that of

RADITIONS of the “Old South,” 

kept alive by memories of pic- 

turesque explorers, mighty war- 
riors and statesmen and stirring 
conflicts, are a vital part of Biloxi, 
Miss., quaint old city of the Gulf 
Coast and destination of many win- 
ter, motorists from St. Louis. 

Midway between New Orleans 
and Mobile, upon a land-locked 
bay, this city will always be of in- 
terest to students of American his- 
tory. It was here that the civiliza- 
tion of the white man was begun 
in ,the Mississippi Valley, nearly 
three-quarters of a century before 
the arrival of Pierre Laclede at the 
present site of St. Louis. 

Nor. have the passing years tele 
ened the glamor attaching to it, 

To reach Biloxi the route lies 
through Memphis, Tenn., and Jack- 
son; Miss. One may either travel 
all the way to Memphis over U. 5. 
No., 61, 26 miles of which, between 
Farmington and Fredericktown, 
are broken by a none-too-good de- 
tour, or over the following route: 
Illinois No. 13 to Marissa, Route 
152 to. Pinckneyville, No. 154 to 
the junction with No. 2, south-to 
Cairo, Ill, across the new bridge 
over the Mississippi, west over U. 
8S. 60 to Sikeston and south to 
Memphis via U. 8. 61, 

The route through Illinois, al- 
though somewhat longer, offers the 
inducement of more pavement and 
no detours. 

From Memphis, U. S. 51 leads 
due south to Jackson, Miss. This 
road is well surfaced. From Jack- 
son on, one drives over U. 8S. 49 to 
Gulfport, Miss., a picturesque town, 
and east to Biloxi, on U. 8. $0. The 
mileage from St. Louis is about 
770. 

It was on Feb. 6, 1699, an early 
spring day in that sunny country, 
when French sailing vessels un- 


_/@er the command of Sieur d’Ib- 


erville, arrived at an outlying isl- 
and, some 13 miles distant from 
the mainiand. Because it was used 
as an anchorage for his ships, the 
intrepid explorer called the island 
“Isle Aux Vesseaux.” Today the 
eld name, which means “Ship 
Island” in English, still clings to 
this island in the sapphire sea 
where lurks a wealth of romance 
and legendary history. This place

is now a popular rendezvous for 
most of the tourists who enjoy the 
hospitality of Biloxi each win- 
ter. 

Just before reaching Biloxi one 
passes the famous old house known 
as “Beauvoir,” the post-bellum 
home of Jefferson Davis, President 
of the short-lived Confederacy. He 
retired to private life there in his 
beloved Mississippi after his re- 
iease from confinement at Fort 
Monroe, and engaged in writing his 
“Memoirs,” a valuable contribution 
to history. 

Now the property of the State 
of Mississippi, the home is used 
as a residence for Confederate vet- 

rans. More than 150 old soldiers 
and their wives are kept comfort- 
ably in the institution. 

For 12 years d'Iberville main- 
tained his capital city at Biloxi, 
later moving it to the vicinity of 
Mobile, Ala.. when that city was 
founded and finally, in 1718, lo- 
eating it permanently on the Mis- 
sissippi River at New Orleans. 

Although Biloxi was thus early 
deprived of the honor of being the 
capital of Louisiana, the settle- 
ment did not go out of existence. 
For many years its life was placid 


and somnolent, until Northerners. 


started going there to escape the 
chilling winds of winter. 

Hotels were built and tourists 
were invited to enjoy the baimy 
air and almost eternal sunshine. 
Aside from the asset of perpetual 
spring. the surf bathing and other 
sports, one finds the people of 
Biloxi most delightful. They are 
a quaint people, affable and warm~- 
hearted. A mixture of French,

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Though unlike any other city in 
all the world, it savors strongly of 
France. The streets are narrow 
and wind beneath festoons of moss 
on the great oak trees which shade 
them from the sun. 

The houses sit close against the 
streets—old houses of concrete and 
stucco, some of them with old 
Spanish patios, strongly reminiscent 
of the sway of Spain, when this 
area was known as Spanish West 
Florida. 

Eastward from the city a long 


wooden bridge crosses the Back.- 


Bay of Biloxi. A.white wooden 
cross stands in bold relief near’ the 
edge of the water. It marks the 
spot where the French landed in 
1699. There d’Iberville raised the 
banner of France, a priest sang 
mass, the first service of the Chris- 
tlan church on record in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley, and the settlement 
was christened Biloxi. Biloxi was 


the name of a branch of the Sioux

Bureau experts point out that 
there are several important factors 
involved in tire faflure insofar as 
owners are concerned. One, of 
coures, involves carelessiess. 
Neither the maker nor anyone else 
can do very much in this case be- 
yond building tires that will stand 
a great deal of punishment. 
But the bureau's staff is con- 
cerned over the misconceptions 
which exist regardmg tires. Par- 
ticularly is this true of the balloon 
tire. 

Some owners, they point out, {n- 
flate these tires too much, while 
others believe that they should live 
up to their low pressure design by 
running somewhat flat. Both are 
wrong, the bureau’s studies show, 
but their conclusion is that under- 
pressure will do far more damage 
than over-pressure. This was 
found to be true despite the fact 
that the balloon tire is essentially 
a low pressure one. 

The danger, the tests have shown, 
exists particularly in regard to what 
is known as the carcass. This con- 
sists of the layers of fabric which 
supply the rigidity of the tire. Un- 
der-pressure is the cause of harm- 
ful flexing of this portion of the 
tire and this flexing is doubly dam- 
aging to a balloon tire which nor- 
mally is designed for a certain de- 
gree of flexing. 

Another conclusion from the 
tests was that water will harm the 
interior of a casing, though the 
damage that comes to the rubber 
exterior, excluding considerations

DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 14.—Pro- 
duction of automobiles at the va- 
rious plants in the Detroit district 
is gaining at a rapid rate, and will

Fada Has Coppér-Sheathed Test 
Room. 


A copper-sheathed room (in 
which receivers are tested at the 
Fada plant at Long Island City, 
N. Y., completely shuts out radio 
interference. It is lined with cop- 
per a sixteenth of an inch thick. 
The ventilators are doubly shielded. 
Even the nails with which the 
copper is fastened are soldered 
over. ; 

The single heavy door is covered 
with centinuous copper sheeting, 
soldered at all nail heads and 
bevelled at the edges and equipped 
with icebox clamps. Thus. when 
the door is wedged shut, its cop- 
per envelope makes contact with 
the copper interior.

An aviator would have to ascend |!

“The aurora borealis,” says Lewis 
“is an ionization phenomenon oc- 
curring probably 50 to 100 miles 
above the earth's surface, which 
indicates a degree of gas or atmos- 
phere unsatisfactory for tube pur- 
poses. A tube having this degree 
of vacuum would be a ‘gasy’ tube 
and would show a biue haze—a 
miniature aurora—in a set.”

Year, But During Holidays They 
Top Hog Market. ° 


If receipts are any criterion, then prices. On occasions, near the hol- 


the old English custom of serving 
reast pig for Christmas dinners is 


reviving. PracticMlyl every day 
these small pigs, which weigh be- 
tween 30 and 70 pounds, are seen 
on the East St. Louis market, rang- 
ing in price from $8.25 to $9.25. 

While the “peewees” come from 
all sections, the supply is. most 
abundant in the South. The prox- 
imity of St. Louis to the pig-pro- 
ducing sections of the South make 
it a favorable marketing center for 
“peewees.” Although hog receipts 
are lighter this year than last, the 
supply of “peewees” is heavier, 
causing the prices to range as much 
as $1 under the prices paid this 
time a year ago. The run has in- 
cluded as many as 2000 in a single 
day this year. The high point last 
year was $10.59, compared with 
$9.50 for the high point this vear. 
Beth prices were given before 
Thanksgiving. 

However, both seasons hog prices 
were better preceding Thanksgiving 
than they were afterwards. As a 
result, with the decline of hogs, 
peewee prices were in sympathy 
with them and declined a~cordingly. 

Outside of the holiday season 
peewee receipts are light, farmers 
preferring to raise the stock to 
maturity than to accept the low 


wees” sold up to 75c per hundred 
higher than hogs. In seasons 
after New Year’s, particularily in 
the summer, they sell as much as 
$6 per hundred under the hog top. 
In these seasons the buyer may in- 
sist on sorting. Heavy receipts 
usually start abdout the second 
week in October and continu: un- 
til New Year's. 

In preparation for the market 
the “peewee” is dressed, leaving 
the head on the carcass, and 
placed, with feet outstretched, on 
a board. In this position it is 
placed in cold storage and frozen. 
Length of storage may be for 724 
hours or longer. To improve the 
appearance a red apple is placed 
in the pig’s mouth, while sprays 
of green parsiey are placed to 
form a Vivid contrast to the apple. 

While shippers buy “peewees” 
on the local market, the heaviest 


purchasers are packers. The pur- 
chasers are usually clubs, organi- 
zations having large memberships, 
and large families, although small 
families sometimes purchase them 


for several day’s use.

There is no stereo- 
typed formula for the subject, but there are certain taboos. 

The next ingredient in a play should contain plenty of what is 
“love interest.” A stirring love story which, definitely 

ted in the first act should progress steadily to a happy climax 

the third, is most essential. The inclusion of one or two other 
hinor counter love plots aid in sustaining this interest in Eros. An- 
other aid, although not extremely essential, is that the first topic 
must be pleasant. For, while certain tragedies may be successful, 
Cinderella still proves the most sure-fire of all intrigues. 

To have a star, and in this case is meant not so much a great 
verformer as one who has drawing power to a box office, is a tre- 
mendous advantage. Where a play calls for no star, but needs gen-

Subsequent 
public performances were given in 
Paris at the Opera Comique. at 
Bristol, England, and in New York 
but the opera was never a success, 
partly because of difficulties in- 
volved in the synchronization of 
the dramatic action performed by 
the puppets and the singers’ voices 
and partly because the auditoriums 
were too large. 

If the conditions which existed 
in the Princess de Polignac’s the- 
ater could be reproduced elsewhere 
the effect might be different. But 
even if “El Retable” presented in- 
surmountable technical difficulties 
it does not follow that the form 
is inherently unmanageable. 

Puppet shows, such as are staged 
by Tony Sarg, create as complete 
an ilusion as one finds in any the- 
ater. In fact all that an audience 
usually asks of any excursion into 
the make-believe is that it shall 
be true to its own logic—a demand 
that is net always met in the so- 
called legitimate theater and that 
is so frequently ignored in the 
talking pictures that even the Ar- 
rested Development twins are be- 
ginning to complain. 

An opera written for a puppet 
theater, would not be exactly the 
same thing as a grand opera re- 
duced in scale. An orchestra of 
158 has a different timber from one 
ef 110 pieces even when the vol- 
ume is the same, not to mention 
the difference between a chorus of 
five and one of 60. But while the 
tey theater would undoubtedly re- 
quire a special treatment for its 
materials there is no reason to be- 
lieve that the artistic results would 
not be as rich as those obtained in 
the mammoth opera houses. Losses 
in ene direction would be made 
up in another. And the costs of mak- 
ing productions in such a theater 
would be such that even the small- 
est community could support it.

Mr. Appelbaum Amplifies His Suggestion 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
EPLYING to Charlies Anderson's let- 


ter in answer to the writer's regard- 
ing fraudulent trust deeds and the ad- 
visability of changing the law so as to 
make it less easy to commit fraud, the 
writer wishes to state that the changes 
also contemplated the following: 

At present when a deed of trust is 
foreclosed and the purchaser at the auc- 
tion sale presents his trustee's deed to 
the Recorder for record, nothing is done 
about the original deed of trust and notes 
on which foreclosure was had. They 
should be demanded by the Recorder and 
stamped “Foreclosed.” It is very easy 
now for an unscrupulous person acquir- 
ing possession of such deed of trust and 
notes (with the security gone) to sell 
them to an innocent purchaser who 
thinks the property is still behind the 
notes. 

Similarly, when a partial relegse is 
made, the law now does not require 
the Recorder to make a notation on the 
original deed of trust and notes that part 
of the property has been taken away 
from the mortgage. Cases are by no 
means rare where a sharper, who sells 
a trust deed and notes to an innocent 
purchaser, fraudulently releases a large 
portion of the property behind the notes 
by filing a deed of partial release. 

There would seem to be no logic in 
the present law, which says that when a 
FULL deed of release is offered for 
record the notes must be produced and 
canceled before the Recorder, but which 
Goes not require similar action in cases 
ef partially released and foreclosed deeds 
of trust. 

The provision for the identification of 
notes by the Recorder was dosigned to 
prevent the fraudulent dunlication of

In abandoning his position against any kind of 
Hoover took refuge in a half-way measure. He pro 
poses, in cases involving interstate transmission of 
power, that the initial regulatory action be taken by 
the states themselves acting jointly, this joint action 
to be made effective by the Federal Power Commis- 
sion; in cases of nonaction er disagreement, the 
Federal, Commission would be authorized to act on its 
own motion. 

This is no new idea. It reflects a suggestion made 
in the Federal Power Commission’s 1928 report, 
which, in turn, berrowed it from an ill-considered 
‘section of Gifford Pinchot’s giant power plan. Au-~ 
thority for compacts between states is expressed nega- 
tively in the Constitution, Section 10, Article I, thus: 

No state shall, without the consent of Con- 
gress * * * enter into any agreement or com- 
pact with another state. 

Since 1789, Congress has given fits consent to only 


of which related to boundary disputes. In only three 
cases has the compact clause been used with relation 
to public utility matters, none of any pertinence in 
the present connection. : ‘ 

To exhume this moribund device seems to us to be 
an apologetic and half-hearted way of attacking a 
great and growing problem. Ordinarily the Federal 
Government is not so reticent in assuming responsi- 
bility. For it to surrender voluntarily the direct reg- 
ulatory action which it must in the end assume over 
interstate transmission of power is an unnatural and 
evasive procedure. 

There is no reason to believe that an untried meth- 
od of regulation by joint state action would be suc 
cessful. States are necessarily jealous of their own 
interests, as has been proved in the long and tzu- 
multuous history of railroad rate regulation. So un 
fair were the states in setting up discriminatory in- 
trastate rates that the Supreme Court, in a long 
series of decisions from the Shreveport case to the 
Dayton-Goose Creek case, has established the prin- 
ciple that, insofar as the intrastate portion of the 
business is so intimately connected with the inter- 
state part that the regulation of the interstate part 
cannot be obtained without controlling the intrastate 
part, then the latter falls within the constitutional 
scope of the Federal power. 

Many problems in electric power regulation arise 
where a distributing company buys its power from a 
generating subsidiary across state lines. The state 
where the power is distributed is immensely interest- 
ed in the price paid for this power, as well as the 
subsidiary’s costs. Under Mr. Hoover’s plan, it could 
suggest joint action to open the subsidiary’s books. 
But the state in which the generating subsidiary is 
located, having no interest in the matter and desiring 
to protect a local industry, could, and in all likelihood 
would, block joint action. 

The point we have in mind is that Mr. Hoover advo- 
cates a roundabout and indirect method of regula- 
tion, derived from the compact clause of the Consti- 
tution, when a direct method, derived from the inter- 
state commerce clause, is at hand. It is indisput- 
able that the interstate commerce clause gives the 
Federal Government full authority to regulate di- 
rectly interstate transmission of power. 

It is frequently asserted that, since power trans- 
mitted across state lines is only 10 per cent of the 
total, this phase of electric power regulation is com- 
paratively unimportant. Nothing could be more ab- 
surd. In the space of five years interstate power 
transmission has doubled in volume. If the growth 
and centralization of the electrical industry continues 
at its present rate, regulation of interstate trans- 
mission will soon become of commanding importance. 

Partaking of the magic of electricity itself is the 
meteoric rise of the electric power industry. High | 
tension transmission, paving the way for a rebirth | 
of the electric industry, dates back only 30 vears. | 
From 1902, when Census Bureau figures showed the 
investment in electric utilities to be $628,000,000. the 
investment grew in 1922 to four and a half billion 
dollars. In 1926 the investment was estimated at 
more than six and a half billions. The electric in- 
dustry is now larger than the automobile industry, 
and nearly one-half as large as the railroad business. 
Its gross earnings were $86,000,000 in 1902. In 1922, 
doubling in each five-year period, they rose to $1.- 
072,120,000.. They now approach two billions a year. 
In the meantime, control has been passing inte fewer 
and fewer hands, to the end that now the industry is 
practically in the hands of four or five massive com- 
binations. 

It is high time that the principle of regulated mo- 
nopoly be applied to this young Gargantua, which, 
even yet, has not reached the crest of its growth. 
State regulation, besides being limited in scope, has 
proved inefficient and incompetent. The electric util- 
ity companies, moreover, have found it easy t 
escape from state jurisdiction to the protecting a 
of the Federal courts, where public utility law is be- 
ing made. There remains only the Federal Govern- 
ment to bring order out of chaos; to protect the peo- 
ple, on the one hand, from exorbitant exactions and 
the electric utilities, on the other hand, from what 
they consider their greatest enemy, namely, the spec- 
ter of public ownership. As ex-Gov. Pinchot says: 


If we ever have public ownership of public 
utilities in America, it will be solely because 
the public utilities themselves have refused to 
accept in good faith such reasonable regulation 
as the public interest requires. 


We applauded Mr. Hoover, who, as Secretary 
of Commerce, was the utilities’ chief spokesman 
against Federal regulation, for reversing himself in 
his message to Congress. We now urge him to make 
that reversal complete by substituting for the joint- 
state-action proposal a thoroughgoing system of di- 
rect Federal regulation.

| CHINA’S DISORDERS. 

What will happen if Chiang Kai-chek, titular head 
of the Kuomintung, the People’s party and the Nan- 
king Government, is overthown, as now seems prob- 
able? 

The armed revolt is not against the Kuomintung 
party, the Nationalist movement or the form of gov- 
ernment in China; it is against the control of the 
party and the Government by Chiang and his asso- 
ciliates in the Central Executive Committee of the 
Kuomintung. 

Since his victorious march from Canton to Pekin 
and his setting up of the Nanking Government, 
Chiang has maintained his place and power by the 
use of two kinds of ammunition—the “lead bullet” 
and the “silver bullet”—by fighting or bribery, as cir- 
cumstances required. There is a limit, however, to 
bribery, and apparently his soldiers, in arrears of pay 
as are most Chinese soldiers, are deserting him. 

The situation is indicated by the fact that Gen. 
Feng, the so-called “Christian General,” and Gen. Yen, 
the “model Governor” of Shan-shi, Vice Commander 
of the Nationalist Army under Chiang, are close 
friends and allies. All the opponents of Chiang pro- 
fess devotion to the Kuomintung, founded by the late 
Dr. Sun Yat Sen, and his platform embodying the 
three principles—government of, for and by the peo 
ple. The downfall of Chiang will mean, therefore, 
what we would call a change of administration. 
Chiang and his supporters would be succeeded by an- 
other political leader and his friends. 

Gen. Feng is the leader in line for the succession. 
He is rough and democratic in manner. He lives and 
dresses like a coolie and he proclaims himself the 
friend of the people. He is popular with the masses. 
He accuses Chiang of neglecting the people’s inter- 
ests and of enriching himself and his friends. Feng 
is more radical than Chiang, but does not profess 
Communism, but his opposition is supported by the 
Communists and the Russian propagandists, ruthless- 
ly crushed by Chiang. Under Russian propaganda, 
Communism nearly captured China, and is now a 
menace to orderly government. 

Of course, the successor to Chiang will have to fight 
over his battles against the jealousies, ambitions and 
intrigues of the war lords and politica] leaders. What 
the outcome will be no one cap tell. If a strong 
enough leader gets to the top there may be a dicta- 
torship, for a time at least. Many well informed mep 
in China think there will be a division of China into 
several states, the vast territory and population, di- 
versified in language, customs and interests, making 
unification a difficult achievement. 

Meanwhile, there is imminent danger of anarchy 
and massacres, looting and outrages by unpaid sol- 
diers, bandits and mobs. That is why the warships 
and soldiers of other nations are hurrying to Chinese 
ports to protect foreigners and why the Chinese them- 
selves are trying to get within the bounds of guarded 
foreign concessions. In a thickly populated country 
whose people are suffering from war and famine any- 
thing may happen. 

Of course, constructive progress is checked while 
the political factions fight, but it is unbelievable that 
a people of the superior quality of the Chinese, who 
have been started on the progressive road, will turn 
backward.

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DEFINING STATUTE AND LAW. 

The differences between the living body of the law 
and the mass of obsolete statutes were brought out in 
an article by Albert Jay Nock recently reprinted on 
this page. The Kansas City Star now wishes te 
amend his definition, although admitting that “there 
is perhaps a loosely definable difference between a 
Statute and a law.” Mr. Nock, quoting Jefferson, 
says the evolution of the law is dictated not by the 
activities of public servants but by the public con- 
science, the will of the people. The Star, on the con- 
trary, Says a law remains law as long as the author- 
ities are actively attempting to enforce it. 

Many moribund pieces of legislation continue to 
function feebly through the artificial respiration of 
the professional enforcers. An instance is Mis- 
souri’s Sunday hunting law, forgotten in most coun- 
ties, vigorously enforced in others. The Sheriff of 
Lincoln County and his deputies spent last Sunday 
running down hunters. Bleven or more were ar- 
rested and fined $1 each. ‘ 

The Pennsylvania blue laws are conspicuous legal 
senilities. Dating back to 1794, they are enforced 
to prevent the citizens of that great State from en- 
jeying Sunday recreations permitted elsewhere in 
the country. These laws expressed the public will 
when they were passed. They were a great advance 
over the code of preceding generations, which had 
such provisions as forbidding a man to kiss his wife 
on Sunday. But now opinions and customs have 
changed. Even the devout will agree that such laws 
have become ridiculous. 

The loopholes in the Pennsylvania law show the 
wide gap between the public will and the law. The 
owner of an amusement park near Philadelphia con- 
tinues to operate on Sunday by appeari ng in court 
every Monday morning and paying a fine of $4. The

Varnished carriage wheels were 
still flashing briskly up to the por- 


tals of the Southern Hotel, the riv- 
er front teemed with commerce 
and the old Union Station was ‘on 
Poplar street, between Eleventh 
and Twelfth streets, when James 
A. McFall, ‘on his way to open a 
horse cab business in New York, 
paused here and decided that St. 
Louis would do just as well. That 
was in 1888, when Victorias, Ber- 
lins, broughams, leatherheads, cabs 
and drays rumbled or rattled on 
their iron tires over the pavements. 
McFall had found Denver a city of 
littie promise and had sold his busi- 
ness there. 

The outlay in 1888 for two cabs 
and four horses was no small mat- 
ter, costing nearly $3000. McFall, 
now 63 years old, but still active 
in conducting the motorized livery 
and automobile storage firm which 
succeeded the two-cab estabiish- 
ment he opened 41 years ago, said 
the business is valued at $250,000 
today. 

“But today it’s like living in an- 
other world,” he said with a shake 
of his head. “It isn’t just another 
age. It’s another world. We used 
to take our time and lead leisurely 
lives—whether it was in work or 
play. Now we bustle around as 
though we had more things to do 
than an ordinary lifetime would 
allow. I appreciate the need of 
speed, but just the same it’s too 
bad we can’t take our time in 
moving around whenever we feel 
like it.” ? 

Rubber Tires in 1889. 

Rubber tires.on horse-drawn ve- 
hicles did not make their advent 
here until about 1889, when they 
were first seen on some of the 
splendid carriages owned by the 
first Adolphus Busch. Private 
cabbies and owners of cab compa- 
nies were highly skeptical of the 
merits of the new departure, Mc- 
Fall said. His were the first com- 
mercial cabs in St. Louis to be so 
equipped, despite the unhappy con- 
sequences predicted by his friendly 
rivals. 
“They warned me I'd go broke 
replacing the tires which they said 
would wear out too soon. I re- 
member the first set cost me $140 
and it took all day and part of the 
night to install them. Most of the 
boys said I was letting myself in 
for a lot of accidents. They meant 
that the cabs would bounce all 
over the streets and often turn 
over if you whipped up the horses 
a little. I did wonder some about 
this, because all our hard surface 
streets were paved with granite 
blocks or cobblestones. 

“The relief from the shocks of 
bumps that the rubber tires made 
possible was wonderful. It was 
heavenly riding along quietly after 
years and years of the grinding 
noise of iron tires.” 

MecFall’s first place of business 
was a few doors north of Poplar 
street, om Twelfth street. He and 
his drivers maintained a “stand” 
at the old Union Station close by. 
Most of the cabs were privately 
owned by the drivers. 

Hansom Cabs a Fad. 

“Hansom cabs were placed on 
the streets here about 1890,” he 
stated. “They were a fad and did 
not last long. They fell into dis- 
repute among the respectable horse 
lovers because the “fast set” used 
them so much they soon became 
the symbol of the type of people 
who rode in them.” 

McFall, his business in the pres- 
ent location at 18 North Nineteenth 
street, was a pioneer in recognizing 
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J. A. McFAL 


the significance of the automobile. 
Most of the old cabbies and cab 
concerns placed little faith in the 
new machines again saying they 
were too expensive and within the 
means of rich people only. The 
exhibition and demonstration of 
motor cars at the World’s Fair 
convinced him of the worth of 
automobiles, he said. Still, it was 
not simple to change and it was 
not until December, 1908 that he 
disposed of the last of his hacks 
and cabs. 

Amusing incidents followed when 
the dyed-in-the-wool cabbies em- 
ployed by McFall were taught to 
drive automobiles. Some despaired 
but most of them doggedly em- 
braced the new-fangled idea. Run- 
away horses and mules caused con- 
siderable alarm to solid citizens. 

One of McFall’s drivers, new at 
motoring, collided with a team of 
mules at Eighteenth street and 
Shenandoah avenue and the terri- 
fied? animals, breaking away from 
the wagon, clattered east and were 
never seen again, by their owner. 
The driver ef the team expressed 
the belief that the team jumped 
into the river. 

“The funny part about these ac- 
cidents was that I never got into 
a lawsuit over them,” McFall 
laughed. “I guess the people 
weren't educated in the art of su- 
ing. We never did find out who 
owned those mules but I paid for 
an express wagon mule that anoth- 
er driver of mine killed with one of 
our automobiles at Seventeenth and 
Locust streets.”’

An average of 254 passengers is 
carried each day over regularly- 
scheduled air lines and it is esti- 
mated by the Departmnet of Com- 
merce that 8500 passengers are 
carried daily in all classes of fly- 
ing. There are now 90,909 miles 
of flying scheduled daily over 
established routes. During the 
first six months of 1929 there was 
a total of 47,000,000 miles of mis- 
cellaneous flying, including in- 
struction flights, as compared with 
12,000,000 miles during the same 
period in 1928. It is estimated that 
this year’s miscellaneous mileage 
will exceed 120,000,000, compared 
with 60,000,000 miles last year. 

There are now in the United 
States 9300 licensed pilots, 7200 li- 
censed mechanics, 6500 licensed 
planes ard 3100 airplane identifi- 
cations. Fiying students under in- 
struction number 28,800, there are 
22 approved flying schools and 271 
approved types of aircraft, the re- 
port shows.

In 
any event it has already resulted 
in bringing from the Government 
a promise that the proposal for fi- 
nancial reform would be made 
public without delay. 

In any event, a number of ques- 
tions must be cleared up* before 
the Center party can vote for the 
Young plan. Prelate Kaas, the 
party’s national chairman, found 
his party solidly united behind him 
when he decalred that before the 
plan could be adopted it must be 
definitely settled what was to be 
done in respect to the Saar dis- 
trict. However, he did not say 
there must be a final adjustment 
of the whole situation before the 
adoption of the plan.

IN U. S. 17% BELOW 1928 


Drop in Middle-West Is 37 Per Cent With.a 
Fall of 27 Per Cent Since October—New 
Work Contemplated Also Declines, 


During the month of November 
construction contracts were award- 
ed to the extent of $391,012,500 in 
the 87 states east of the Rocky 
Mountains, actording to F. W. 
Dodge Corporation. These states 
include about 91 per cent of the to. 
tol construction volume of the 
country. The decline from the Oc- 
tober total ($445,642.300) was a lit- 
tle more than $54.000,000, or 12 per 
cent. The decrease from the No«' 
vember, 1928, total ($471,482,.260) 
was about $80,000, 000, or 17 per 
cent. The New York and Nérthern 
New Jersey district and the North- 
west were the only two districts 
showing increases over the October, 
1929, and November, 1928, records. 

The November construction rec- 
ord brought the amount of new 
building and engineering ‘work 
started in 4Athe 37 states since the 
first of this year up to $5,437,922,- 
400, as compared with $6,195,529,- 
800 for the corresponding period of 
last year, the decrease being 12 per | 
cent. 

Analysis of the past month's 
building record showed the follow- 
ing active classes of work: $113.- 
522.800, or 29 per cent of all con 
struction, for residential buildings: | 
$101,769.200. or 26. per cent, for 


commercial buildings; $72,361,100, 
or 19 per cent, for public works and 
utilities; and $39,673,900, or 190 
per cent, for industrial conetruc- 
tion. 

New werk reported in the con- 
templated stage in the 37. Eastern 
states amounted to: $720,801,000. 
This total represents a loss of 10 
per cent from the amount reported 
in the preceding month and a drop 
of 23 per cent from the amount 
reported in November of 1928, 

A total of $86,803,100 was con- 
tracted for in new building and 
engineering work during Novem- 
ber, in the Central West (Tilinois, 
Indiana, Iowa, Wisconsin, Southern 
Michigan, Missouri, Kansas, Okla- 
homa and Nebraska). A compari- 
son made shows that the above 
total was off 27 per cent from the 
preceding month and a 37 per 
cent’ drop was recorded from the 
corresponding month’s 
1928. Among the types of build- 
ing which were most active fn the 
| month's total were the following:

New construction started in the 
Central West during the past il 
months has reached a total of $1,- 
584,483,100, which represents a de- 
crease of 13 per cent from the cor- 
responding period of last year.

GOOD SHOWING IN 
BUILDING FIGURES 


The preliminary figures of new 
construction contracts for the first 
five business days of December, as 
compiled by the F. W. Dodge Cor- 
poration, make a surprisingly good 
showing. The daily average was 
$21,721,900, as compared with $15,- 
640,500 for the full months of No- 
vember, 1929, and $17,310,200 for 
the month of December, 1928. 
However, this exhibit should not 
be taken too literally, as several 
large contracts were let during the 
last few days, including an $18,- 
000,000 hotel in New York City, a

NEW YORK. 
HERE is no doubt 
about it — Maria 
Lani is the painted 
woman of Paris. 


She has been - 


.painted,  sculped, 
sketched by 51 
Parisian artists 
during the last two 
or three years, 
thereby establishing a new world’s 
record, and just how she managed to 
squeeze in all the necessary sittings 
is utterly unaccountable. For Made- 
moiselle Lani is not an artist’s model 
—by trade, at least. She is an ac- 
tress, by reputation a very good one, 
one considerably in demand, and 


therefore not available every time a. 


French artist tosses an Anis du Loso 
down his throat and dashes up the 
Boulevard San Michel all worked up 
over the novel inspiration to paint La 
Lani. ¢ 

Perhaps, if you are inclined to be 
rather incredulous, you'll be loath to 
believe that so many artists painted, 
sculped, sketched one woman, and 
1 for one don’t blame you. I was a 
little doubtful myself. But I went, 
lsaw, and was convinced. There they 
were on the walls of the Brummer 
Gallery on Fifty-seventh street, where 
they had been brought from France 
for their first American exhibition. 
Fifty-one varieties of Maria Lani,. by 
actual count. Some very strange Lanis, 
some rather fascinating, not a few 
that were grotesque, certainly several 
that Lani herself wouldn’t have recog- 

nized had she come across om with- 
out an introduction. 

Just how Lani-ism came to be the 
favorite cult of modern French ar- 
tists cannot be too definitely stated. 
I cross-qguestioned Mr. Brummer, im- 
presario of the’ exhibition gallery, and 
after glancing at the floor a moment 
or two, he looked me in the eye and 
admitted he'd had something to-do 
with it. 


R. BRUMMER said he met 

Mile. Lani in Paris a couple 

of years ago. She and he 
and one or two or maybe three 
French artists were grouped about 
a terrace table. Mr. Brummer, 
with the practiced eye of an art deal- 
er, observed her beauty, the manner 
in which each mood or emotion or 
whatnot chased itself across her face, 
her expression in repose, her mobility 
of countenance, and all of those 
things. It then occurred to him that 


here was a woman worth painting. He . 


said so. Despite the wisdom con- 
tained in his remark, he learned -he 
had not made a discovery. Some 10 
artists already had painted Lani, for 
better or for worse. 

Mr. Brummer was not discomfited. 
He was a little late, true enough, but 
he could suggest improvement. He 
straightway announced that if La La- 
hi were painted by a few more of the 
elect of Montparnasse, he would ex- 
hibit them, one and all, in the Gal- 
lery Brummer, New York. 

How did the good word get about? 


[do not know and Mr. Brummer tells 


me neither does he. Perhaps La Lani, 
with a grand total of 15 or 18 por- 
traits in her mind, whispered it 
‘round herself.

Not that Mr. Colby is wanting in lit- 

_ @rary appreciation. Quite the con- 

trary. The eminent statesman and 

attorney has long been known by his 

associates as a discerning student of 

letters and is himself the author of of- 

ficial state papers distinguished for 
their scholarship and style.’ ; 

But there is a Past and painful dif- 

ference between liking literature and 

serving as the subject for it, and since 

that was his unhappy experience with 

his first wife, the novelist, Nathalié 

Sedgwick Colby, the former Secretary 


may not be inclined to expose himself, 


a second time to satiric treatment at 
the hands of a wife who may chance 
to find him interesting material. 

Indeed, it was the first Mra, Col- 
by’s ironic novel of political life, “The 
Green Forest,”’ that led directly to 
their divorce, and the resulting litiga- 
tion revealed the astonishing fact that 
Mr. Colby had for some time been 
paying his wife $1500 a month on the 
express condition that she _ refrain 
from making him the subject of her 
writings. But when the novel was 
published, Mr. Colby felt that he had 
been cartooned therein. Hence, after 
several years of legal battling, accom- 
panied by most irksome publicity, the 
Colbys were finally divorced in Oc- 
tober. A month later Mr. Colby mar- 
ried Mrs. Joseph Ely, a handsome New 
York widow whose charms and talents 
do not.include a — for literary com- 
position. 


OLBY, who was born in S&t. 
Louis in 1869, received his -ed- 
ucation in the East and 
has since made his residence there. 
Shortly after graduation from col- 
lege he married the socially promi- 
nent Nathalie Sedgwick of Stock- 
bridge, Mass., and together they made 
home in New York.

It is not easy to explain how he 
came to select this title. The answer 
seems to lie in the fact that La Gon- 
aive had been under French rule, and’ 
that the natives spoke a Creole tongue. 
Faustin, although originally a Ger- 
man name, is commoh in parts of 
France, and eo it drifted across the 
seas to become the title of an island 
King who dreamed of setting himself 
up as Emperor in all that tropical do-, 
main. 

But Faustin’'s dream didn’t last. 
After playing good politics by convinc- 
ing his people that he was their or- 
dained King, he slipped badly by 
stressing such unpopular forms of 
government as taxation and other du- 
ties to the state. In fact. he became 
a first-rate tyrant, and ..a Gonaive 
didn’t like it. Members of a rival fac- 
tion began to hint that they could de- 
tect a faint odor of brimstone about 
their heaven-sent King and to suggest 
that the island had been a happier 
place to live when they all voted Dem- 
ocratic. The upshot was ‘that a local 
vigilance committee waited on the 
King and booted him off the island. 
But while he left hurriedly, he re- 
mained an orator to the last. 

“Some day,” he said, “I shall re- 
turn as a great bird swooping down 
from the skies, and shall rule again 
over La Gonaive.” 


LL this happened before our 
own Civil War, but La Gonaive 
is a peaceful place, without 
traffic problems or divorce scandals, 
so there really isn’t much to talk 


‘about and any little incident makes 


a big impression and isn't likely to 
be forgotten very soon. King Faus- 
tin's departure was one of the most 
exciting events in La Gonaive’s his- 
tory, and his last words are remem-. 
‘pered as clearly as though it were 
only yesterday that the King had 
left—one jump ahead of the vigilance 
committee. 

He sought refuge in Jamaica, and 
died there in 1867. The years passed 
and no great bird swooped down from 
the skies upon La Gonaive. It seemed 
that the prophecy was not to be ful- 
filled. But, remote and apparently un- 
related, an’ event occufred that was to 
have tremendous significance in the 
history of La Gonaive. A male child 
was bern near Pittston, Pennsylvania, 
a farming district not far from Wilkes- 
Barre.

And 
he brings to his subject all the energy 
his fathers displayed in pushing back 
the rolling tides of the Holland low- 
lands. : 

Music? You say it soothes the sav- 
age breast? Well, maybe so. But 
what is the therapy of music? In 
what manner does it humor the anti- 
social? How does it get that way? 
Who first used it as an antidote for 
madness, a corrective for the undis- 
eiplined? | 

As far as I'm able to determine— 
and Dr. van de Wall could not correct 
me—this Dutch harpist holds the palm 
for working out the systematic thera- 
py of music. He is not a doctor of 
medicine, his doctor’s degree is an 
honorary one, presented to him in 
music by Muhlenbéfg College in 
Pennsylvania. He never studied phil- 
‘esophy in the elaseroom nor social sci- 
ence nor psychology. He is a seif- 
taught philosopher, who, having 
reached the highest place to which, in 
his opinion, a harpist could aspire, 
turned to the subject that had always 
held him most: not how music is 
made—but why it is made. 

Van de Wall was born in Amster- 
dam and spent his boyhood in The 
Hague. Attracted by music, he found 
the piano and the harp especially to 
his liking, and of the two thé harp 
seemed to have the call.
